Shiites, Kurds Talk Coalition 


Amid protests, Iraqi leaders meet to plan new government 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The Shiite religious bloc 
leading Iraq’s parliamentary elections held 
talks Tuesday with Kurdish leaders about who 
should get the top 12 government jobs, as thou- 
sands of Sunni Arabs and secular Shiites pro- 
tested what they say was a tainted vote. 

Meanwhile, workers in the Shiite holy city 
of Karbala uncovered remains believed to be 
part of a mass grave dating to a 1991 upris- 
ing against Saddam Hussein. 

The talks between the majority Shiites 
and the Kurds were seen as part of an effort 


to force the main Sunni Arab organizations 
to come to the bargaining table. 

All groups have begun jockeying, and the 
protests are widely considered to be part of 
an attempt by Sunni Arabs to maximize their 
negotiating position. 

The discussions come at a critical time 
for Iraq, with the United States placing high 
hopes on forming a broad-based coalition 
government that will provide the fledgling 


democracy with the stability and security it 
needs to allow American troops to begin 
returning home. 

Preliminary results from the Dec. 15 vote 
have given the Shiite United Iraqi Alliance a 
big lead, but one unlikely to allow it to govern 
without forming a coalition with other groups. 

Final results are expected early next month, 
but the Shiite religious bloc may win about 130 
seats in the 275 -member parliament — short of 
the 184 seats needed to avoid a coalition with 
other parties, qassim abdul-zahra (ap)

Fires Threaten Homes in Texas, Okla. 


Dozens of blazes 
prompt Texas governor 
to deelare disaster 

MUSTANG, OKLA. I Grass fires driv- 
en by gusty wind damaged several 
homes in Oklahoma and threatened 
others in north Texas on Tuesday. 
Three Oklahomans suffered minor 
injuries, authorities said. 

The biggest fire burned at least 
400 acres in a rural area near the 
town of Mustang, southwest of 
Oklahoma City.

Police officers kill man in videotaped encounter 


NEW ORLEANS I Police officers shot 
and killed a man brandishing a knife 
in a confrontation that was partially 
videotaped by a bystander, setting 
off another internal investigation of 
the embattled department. 

Monday’s daylight shooting on a 
busy street was the first involving 
police since New Orleans reopened 
after Hurricane Katrina. It follows 
the videotaped police beating of a 
man that led to two firings in the 
department. 

A police spokesman, Sgt. David 
Adams, said Tuesday that the offi- 
cers who fired on the man were 
reassigned pending the outcome 
of the probe, but he defended their 
response, saying at least one offi- 
cer’s life was in danger just before 


the barrage of gunfire. 

“They had no other choice but 
to resort to lethal force,” Adams 
said. 

Adams would not disclose on 
Tuesday how many officers fired 
at the man, but said investiga- 
tors found 10 shell casings on the 
ground. Witnesses said a half dozen 
or more shots were fired. 

Officers repeatedly asked the 
man to drop the knife and used 
pepper spray to try to subdue him, 
but he covered his face with a cloth 
and continued walking toward an 
officer and threatening him, author- 
ities said. 

The 38 -year-old man’s name 
was not immediately released.

WASHINGTON I The CIA’s indepen- 
dent watchdog is investigating fewer 
than 10 cases where terror suspects 
may have been mistakenly swept 
away to foreign countries by the 
spy agency. 

After Sept. 11, 2001, President 


Bush gave the CIA authority to con- 
duct the now- controversial opera- 
tions, called “renditions,” and per- 
mitted the agency to act without 
case -by- case approval from the 
White House. 

The highly classified practice 
involves grabbing terror suspects 
off the street of one country and 
flying them to theiriioi}ie.c.oujitry 
or another where they are wanted 
for a crime or questioning. 


The CIA’s inspector general, 
John Helgerson, is looking into 
fewer than 10 cases of potential- 
ly “erroneous renditions,” accord- 
ing to a current intelligence offi- 
cial who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 

Human rights groups con- 
sider the practice of rendition a 
run-around to avoid the judicial 
processes in the United States.

The lobby bustles with everyone 
from FBI agents to real estate spec- 
ulators, and city lawmakers gather 
in the bar. 

Welcome to New Orleans’ new 
town square. Hotels that once were 
at the heart of the city’s tourist econ- 
omy have now morphed into a com- 
bination homeless shelter, board 
room and Wild West saloon. 

“The courtyard downstairs in

Islamic Jihad s rocket 
fire sparks airstrikes; 
Israelis protest 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | The Islamic 
Jihad militant group rejected a call 
Tuesday from Mahmoud Abbas 
to halt rocket attacks on Israeli 
towns, dealing a new blow to the 
Palestinian leader and prompting 
a new round of Israeli airstrikes in 
the Gaza Strip. 

In another setback for Abbas, 
a last-minute dispute within his 
ruling Fatah Party threatened to 
divide the movement a day before 
a key election deadline. The dis- 
pute between Fatah veterans and 
its “young guard” was the latest sign 
of disarray in the party, which faces 
a stiff challenge from the Islamic 
group Hamas in Jan. 25 parlia- 
mentary voting. 

Abbas traveled to Gaza on 
Tuesday for talks with the mili- 
tant groups, in part to halt grow- 
ing violence along Israel’s border 
with Gaza. 

Palestinian negotiator Saeb 
Erekat, a participant in the meet- 
ing, said Abbas urged all Palestinian 


groups to honor a cease-fire reached 
with Israel in February. 

But Islamic Jihad, which has 
been behind most of the rocket 
fire, rejected the appeal. Spokesman 
Khaled Batch accused Israel of vio- 
lating the cease-fire, and said attacks 
were the only proper response. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of young 
Israeli settlers on Tuesday set up 


illegal outposts in the West Bank, a 
spokeswoman for the settlers said, 
defying a government pledge to 
remove the fledgling settlements. 

DatyaYitzhaki, a spokeswoman 
for the group Land of Israel Faithful, 
said the outposts were a response 
to the Israeli removal of the Gaza 
Strip settlements, known as Gush 
Katif, earlier this year, (ap) 


Indonesian Rebels Vow 
End to Armed Uprising 


BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA | Rebels in 
Indonesia’s tsunami-ravaged Aceh 
province formally disbanded their 
armed wing Tuesday, ending a 29- 
year struggle for independence that 
killed thousands so the movement 
could participate in elections next 
year. 

Free Aceh Movement fight- 
ers returned to peace talks with 
the government after mammoth 
waves crashed into Aceh’s coast- 
lines a year ago. 

The two sides signed an accord 
in August, and the rebels last week 
finished handing over their self- 
declared 840 weapons. 

Tuesday’s disbanding was the 
next major step under the plan, and 
it carried large symbolic weight. 

“The armed wing of the Free 


Aceh Movement has demobilized 
and disbanded,” said rebel com- 
mander Sofyan Baud, effectively 
ending the separatist insurgen- 
cy that has killed at least 15,000 
people since 1976.

Yudhoyono 
renewed his 
government’s 
pledge to com- 
plete the with- 
drawal of more 
than 24,000 
troops from Aceh by Dec. 31. In a 
tsunami commemoration speech 
a day earlier, he said the deal was 
“an example of how a new hope for 
peace can emerge out of the ruin of 
destruction.” (ap) 


Marines Charged 
With Rape of 
Filipino Woman 

OLONGAPO, PHILIPPINES I Philippine 
prosecutors charged four U.S. 
Marines with rape on Tuesday in 
a case seen as a test of a bilateral 
accord allowing American troops 
to train here. 

Prosecutor Pmdencio Jalandoni 
alleged in court documents that one 
of the Marines raped a 22 -year- old 
woman in November inside a van at 
Subic Bay, a former U.S. naval base, 
as fellow Marines cheered him on 
to the beat of loud music.

Inmates at a prison in Brazil’s 
remote Amazon jungle were hold- 
ing more than 200 people hos- 
tage, demanding the return of 
their leader from another prison.

The inmates 
began their uprising Sunday at the 
Urso Branco State Prison in Porto 
Velho. The same prison was the site 
of a bloody uprising in April 2004 
that left 14 inmates dead, (ap)

Top Putin Aide Splits From Kremlin 


Fiery economic adviser 
blasts state of Russia’s 
political freedoms 

MOSCOW I An outspoken econom- 
ic adviser to Russian President 
Vladimir Putin announced 
Tuesday that he was resigning, 
saying he could no longer work in 
a government that had done away 
with political freedoms. The gov- 
ernment later said Putin signed a 
decree dismissing him. 

Andrei Illarionov, the lone dis- 
senter in a Kremlin dominated by 


Putin’s fellow KGB veterans, was 
stripped of his duties as envoy to 
the Group of Eight leading indus- 
trialized nations earlier this year. 
However, he had remained Putin’s 
economic adviser. 

Illarionov made the move after 
harshly criticizing the Kremlin’s 
course last week, when he said 
that political freedom in Russia 
has steadily declined and that 
government- controlled corpora- 
tions have stifled competition and 
ignored public interests. 

“It is one thing to work in a part- 
ly free country, which Russia was

six years ago. It is quite another 
when the country has ceased to be 
politically free,” he said Tuesday, 


according to the ITAR-Tass news 
agency. 

Illarionov, 44, a liberal econo- 
mist, had worked in the Russian 
government in the 1990s and 
became Putin’s adviser in 2000. 

Several hours after Illarionov 
spoke, Putin’s press service said the 
president signed a decree relieving 
the adviser of his duties. 

The announcement of his resig- 
nation came as the Russian parlia- 
ment gave final approval to legisla- 
tion that will impose strict curbs on 
human rights and other nonprofit

Surge of Gun Violence Rocks Toronto 


TORONTO I Canadian Prime Minister 
Paul Martin warned of escalating 
gun violence in Canada and Toronto 
police said the city has “finally lost 
its innocence” after gunfire erupted 
on a busy street filled with holiday 
shoppers, killing a 15 -year- old girl 
and wounding six others — the lat- 
est in a record surge in gun violence 
in Toronto. 


Across the city of nearly 3 mil- 
lion, there have been 78 murders 
this year, including a record 52 gun- 
related deaths — almost twice as 
many as last year. 

A burst of gunfire Monday killed 
the girl and wounded bystanders. 
The shooting stemmed from a dis- 
pute within a group of youths, and 
the victim was a teenager out with 


a parent near a popular shopping 
mall, police said. 

“I think it’s a day that Toronto 
has finally lost its innocence,” Police 
Det. Sgt. Savas Kyriacou said. 

The escalating violence prompt- 
ed Martin to announce earlier this 
month that if re-elected, his gov- 
ernment would ban handguns. 
But with severe gun restrictions 
already in place, many criticized 
the announcement as politics, (ap)

Spitzer Probes 
Pricing of Music 


ALBANY, N.Y. | State investigators 
have subpoenaed several major 
music companies as part of a 
preliminary inquiry into wheth- 
er the digital music services have 
engaged in any illegal price -fixing 
activity. 

Darren Dopp, a spokesman for 
state Attorney General Eliot Spitzer, 
said the office was seeking informa- 
tion on wholesale prices the music 
labels charge for digital music files 
that can be downloaded. Dopp said 
Tuesday that it would take months 
for the office to launch a full inves- 
tigation, if one is warranted. 

In September, Apple Computer 
Inc. CEO Steve Jobs publicly criti- 
cized music companies, calling some 
major labels “greedy” for pushing 


Apple to hike prices on its popular 
iTunes service. Recording compa- 
ny executives have scoffed at the 
suggestion. 

In a speech before an inves- 
tors conference, Warner Music 
Group CEO Edgar Bronfman Jr. 
said that Apple’s 99 -cent price for 
single tracks ignores the issue that 
not all songs are the same commer- 
cially and, like any other product, 
shouldn’t be priced the same. 

Such discord has not kept the 
labels from licensing their music 
and videos to Apple. Still, as their 
contracts with Apple come up for 
renewal, the music companies 
may be seeking to improve their 
take from the popular service.

Opponents 
Blast ICC 
Toll Costs 

Some worry proposed 
fees will keep drivers 
from using roadway 

ROCKVILLE, MD. I Opponents of the 
planned Intercounty Connector said 
Tuesday that the proposed tolls will 
make it too expensive for some driv- 
ers to use the highway slated for 
the Washington suburbs as a daily 
commuting option. 

The cost of a round trip for a 
driver traveling the length of the 
18 -mile highway could reach $6 
each day, making it difficult for 
lower income residents to afford the 
tolls. That would relegate them to 
traffic- clogged side roads that the 
highway is meant to supplant, said 
Montgomery County Councilman 
Phil Andrews. 

“Thousands of drivers will be 
priced out of using the highway,” 
he said. 

But Robert Flanagan, Maryland’s 
transportation secretary, said the 
final toll rates have not yet been 
set and will eventually be compa- 
rable to similar roads in the region. 
The tolls will also likely be lower 
than what commuters pay for the 
Metrorail subway system. 

The state plans to fund up to a 
third of the $ 2.4 billion road between 
U.S. 1 in Prince George’s County 
and Interstate 270 in Montgomery 
County by charging tolls. 
Construction of the road is expected 
tobegin next year. STEPHEN manning (ap)

Roosevelt Bridge 
To Lose I Lane 


Major repair project 
will close part of span 
for a year, officials say 

WASHINGTON! Nearly 42 years after 
the first commuters began crossing 
the Theodore Roosevelt Memorial 
Bridge, contractors are preparing 
to begin a major repair operation 
that will take a year. 

“The deck is in very poor shape, 
it’s got holes in it, and it’s just 
reached the point where it needs 
replacement,” Bill Rice, a spokes- 
man for the District of Columbia 
Department of Transportation, 
said Tuesday. 

The seven-lane span — one of five 
connecting the District of Columbia 
to Virginia — is used by about 
100,000 vehicles each day. Beginning 


in January, the entire bridge is 
slated for structural upgrades. 

Plans for the $6 million proj- 
ect began about one year ago. The 
work will include repairs to the 
structural steel and new decking 
and resurfacing of the bridge and 
its approaches on both sides of the 
Potomac River. 

“They’ll be closing them progres- 
sively during the job, because they 
have to repair all the lanes,” Rice 
said. The work is the most extensive 
upgrade to the 2,500 -foot bridge 
since it opened on June 23, 1964. 

During the work, a moveable 
barrier used in recent years to add 
an extra lane into D.C. in the morn- 
ing and out in the evening will not 
be available, reducing the number of 
rush hour lanes from four to three.

Disturbed returns 
to prove that metal 
can have rhythm, too 

M U S I C I If Disturbed’s latest CD, “Ten 
Thousand Fists,” were released as a 
gatefold LP, then you could better 
appreciate its cover art. Created by 
comic artist Greg Capullo and pro- 
ducer-artist Todd McFarlane, the 
image depicts a sea of people with 
fists defiantly upraised.

bolize unity from every walk of 
life. That’s what the music is basi- 
cally about,” said drummer Mike 
Wengren. The rest of the band is 
guitarist Don Donegan, vocalist 
David Draiman and bassist John 
Moyer. 

When “Fists” appeared in 
September, it entered Billboard’s pop 
album chart at No. 1 — an impres- 
sive showing for the follow-up to 
2002’s platinum- selling “Believe.” 
This time around, the Chicago band 
resists the heavy-metal tag. 


What you get is straight-up 
hard rock: visceral and aggres- 
sively rhythmic. The songs on “Ten 
Thousand Fists” are powerful but 
melodic and radio -friendly for the 
most part. 

The first single, “Stricken,” is 
a rehash of 2000’s “Down With 
Sickness.” Elsewhere, the cuts feel 
like hard-hitting anthems, music 
meant to unite and drive the kind of 
crowd depicted on the album cover. 
The propulsive title track feels as if it 
belongs on a soundtrack to a movie 
about a group of teenage misfits. 
Instrumental solos are noticeably 
missing on the new album. The guys 
mostly surrender to the groove.

After struggling with 
injuries, New England 
rolls toward playoffs 

PRO FOOTBALL I As the NFL’s play- 
off qualifiers look ahead to most- 
ly meaningless games this week- 
end, they should look toward New 
England. 

They won’t like what they see. 

And with good reason, because 
the 2005 Patriots are beginning to 
look familiar. 

A month ago, the Patriots’ 
chances of winning an unprece- 
dented third straight Super Bowl 
were not good. Not good at all. They 
couldn’t stop the run, their second- 
ary was a sieve and they had inju- 
ries on both lines. 

The only constant was Tom 
Brady — a pretty good constant 
considering his MVP- quality per- 
formance all season. 

But now New England (10-5) has 
won four games in a row and has 
many key parts back on the field. We 
already knew the Patriots were the 
best- coached team in the league as 
well as the most resourceful. Now, 
they’re relatively healthy. 

They’ve also been through the 
December-January wringer of 
big games so often that getting to 


February and Detroit doesn’t seem 
farfetched at all. Sure, they’ve lost 
to the Colts and Broncos, the top 
seeds in the AFC, but their lineup is 
more secure now and their younger 


players more experienced. 

With Brady’s trademark leader- 
ship and efficiency enhanced by a 
willingness of his team to place its 
fate in his hands, the Patriots are 


more dangerous offensively than 
in any of their previous title sea- 
sons. They haven’t been forced to 
put too much burden on running 
back Corey Dillon, and he should 
be fit for the postseason. 

The biggest question is the 
offensive line. There always seem 
to be doubts about that unit, then 
it comes through admirably. 

The defense, exposed so often 
early on, is controlling games from 
the outset. 

“We got to 10 wins and I still 
think there are things we need to 
tighten up,” said linebacker-tight 
end Mike Vrabel, making as much 
impact on offense as on defense. 

He has three TD catches this 
season, and opponents now actu- 
ally need to game -plan for him in 
goal-line situations. 

Then there is the experience fac- 
tor. No matter what situation the 
Patriots run into during the playoffs, 
they aren’t going to get rattled. 

“I told our football team that is 
what a playoff team looks like,” Jets 
coach Herman Edwards added after 
a 31-21 loss Monday night that was 
more lopsided than the score indi- 
cates. “There is a reason they go to 
the playoffs every year. There is a 
reason they won three world cham- 
pionships.” BARRY WILNER (AP) 


Memories Fuel Alamo Bowl Rivalry 


Michigan motivated 
by history as it preps 
to battle Nebraska 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Michigan 
coach Lloyd Carr does not consid- 
er the Alamo Bowl a comedown for 
a program with Rose Bowl appear- 
ances the last two years and nine 
straight New Year’s Day berths. 

Instead, he thinks about the 
opposition — Nebraska. 

“You look back at the last 30 
years, and they’ve won more nation- 
al championships than anybody in 
the country,” Carr said. “We have a 
history with Nebraska going back 
to the [1986] Fiesta Bowl and, of 
course, the ’97 co -national cham- 
pionship.” 


He thinks those factors havebeen 
a genuine asset for the Wolverines as 
they approach the game Wednesday 
night. Motivation has been an issue 
for 20th-ranked Michigan (7-4), as 
high as No. 3 before losses to Notre 
Dame, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
dropped the Wolverines to 3-3. 

Though it’s a matchup of 7-4 
teams, Michigan and Nebraska 
are giants of college football, 
with the Wolverines first in all- 
time wins (849) and the Huskers 
fourth (793). 

With Nebraska missing the 
postseason last year, Michigan 
now has the longest active bowl 
streak at 31. 

“You don’t need much motivation 
to play in a game like this,” Nebraska 
quarterback Zac Taylor said.

Student seeks dress 
code change after 
principal nixes his kilt 

Nathan Warmack wanted to honor 
his heritage by wearing a Scottish 
kilt to his Jackson, Mo., high school 
dance. Then a principal told him to 
change into a pair of pants. 

What began with a few yards of 
tartan has sparked an internation- 
al debate about freedom, symbols 
and cultural dress. More than 1,600 
people have signed an Internet peti- 
tion seeking an apology for the high 
school senior. 

Scots in the United States are 
assembling a traditional ensemble 
they hope the student will wear to 
the prom, and his family is trying 
to change the school’s dress code 
policy. 

“It’s a kilt. It’s going to turn heads, 
but I never believed it would have 
become what it is,” Warmack said. 

Warmack, a defensive lineman 


on the school’s football team, got 
interested in his family’s Scottish 
ties after seeing Mel Gibson’s 1995 
movie “Braveheart,” about William 
Wallace’s battle to overthrow English 
rule in 13th century Scotland. 
Warmack reads books about 
Scotland and visits Web sites to learn 
more about his family’s genealogy. 

He bought a kilt off the Internet 
to wear to his school’s formal 
“Silver Arrow” dance in November. 
Warmack said he showed it to a 
vice principal before the dance, 
who joked he’d better wear some- 



thing underneath it, and Warmack 
assured him he would. 

Warmack’s parents, Terry and 
Paula, helped him piece together 
the rest of his outfit, a white shirt 
and black tie with white socks and 
black boots.

dent, Ron Anderson, said McClard 
has the authority under the district’s 
dress code policy to judge appropri- 
ate dress for extracurricular activi- 
ties, including dances.

“To say the traditional Scottish 
dress makes you look like a clown 
is a direct insult to people of 
Scottish heritage and those who 
live in Scotland,” said Tom Wilson, 
a Texas commissioner for the Clan 
Gunn Society of North American, a

Warmack refused a few times and 
said the outfit was recognizing his 
heritage. 

Warmack alleges McClard told 



him: “Well, this is my dance, and I’m 
not going to have students coming 
into it looking like clowns.” McClard 
later said he had no recollection of 
saying that, Warmack’s dad said. 
The principal did not return phone 
calls seeking comment.

They maybe politicians, but they’re 
also a little bit country and a little 
bit rock ’n’ roll. 

An all-congressional band 
known as the Second Amendments 
will perform for U.S. troops over the 
holidays during a trip to the Middle 
East and Europe. 

The bipartisan band features 
Reps. Collin Peterson, D-Minn., on 
guitar and lead vocals; Thaddeus 
McCotter, R-Mich., on lead guitar; 
Dave Weldon, R-Fla., on bass; Jon 
Porter, R-Nev., on keyboards; and 


Kenny Hulshof, R-Mo., on drums. 

While the name sounds politi- 
cal — the Second Amendment to 
the Constitution guarantees the 
right to bear arms — it’s actually 
the second incarnation of an earlier 
band Peterson formed a few years 
ago called the Amendments. 

The five -city tour is part of an 
official congressional fact-finding 
trip between Christmas and New 
Year’s Eve that will take the band to 
Iraq, Afghanistan, Kuwait, Pakistan 
and Ramstein Air Base in Germany. 

The group will conduct official 
business by day and entertain the 
troops by night, with covers run- 
ning the gamut from the Beatles 
and the Eagles to George Strait 
and Toby Keith. 

“We hope we can boost morale 
a little bit and join the troops over 
the holidays and remind them that 


we’re a bipartisan group that sup- 
ports their efforts,” Hulshof said. 

Peterson has been playing guitar 
solo and with other bands for years, 
but never had a true lead guitarist 
to work with until this year, when 
someone mentioned McCotter’s tal- 


ents. By April, the new band was in 
full swing, holding practices and 
playing some small venues. 

The group has a motto: “No poli- 
tics, just rock and roll.” And polit- 
ical correctness never interferes 
with good music. Their repertoire 


includes the Rolling Stones’ “Brown 
Sugar” as well as an old Mickey 
Gilley song, “Don’t the Girls All 
Get Prettier at Closing Time.” 

The band’s big coming-out party 
was in August, when they played in 
front of 40,000 people at a music 
festival in Detroit Lakes, Minn., 
Peterson’s hometown.

The USO, the private organi- 
zation that entertains U.S. troops 
overseas, approached the band, but 
Peterson said they decided to tour as 
a congressional delegation to avoid 
bureaucracy. 

“We’ve worked pretty hard the 
last several months as our schedules 
are met to steal away a little time 
for rehearsal,” Hulshof said. “We’re 
a novelty act for about 10 or 15 min- 
utes, but then we have to show some 
talent.” sam hananel (ap)

Diamonds shine in a range of hues 


Any diamond is rare and unusual. 
The Diamond Information Center 
says that all the diamonds in the 
world — engagement rings included 
— would fill only a single double- 
decker bus. That makes colored dia- 
monds the needles in an already 
small haystack. As one can 
imagine, such rarity makes 
some colored diamonds / 
very valuable. ; | 

“Colored diamonds \ 
are not for ‘regular’ peo- ' 
pie,” says Sally Morrison, 
director of the DIC, an orga- 
nization that promotes the dia- 
mond industry. “They tend to be 
very expensive. The price depends 
on supply. The rarest is red — I’ve 
seen two of those in my life.” 

Anyone who has shopped for 
a diamond has probably heard 
about the 4Cs — color, cut, clarity 
and carat. The same factors should 
be considered when purchasing a 
colored diamond, but more weight 


should be given to color and cut, 
says Harvey Lieberman, the rough 
diamond buyer at jeweler Louis 
Click. 

Cutting colored diamonds is dif- 
ferent from clear ones, Lieberman 
__ explains, because the ulti- 
mate goal is maximiz- 
ing the color. “If the 
, stone is cut with the 
same angles as white 
stone, you would end 
up diminishing the 
color. You have to bal- 
ance color — you want 
even distribution, too — with 
brilliance. With a white stone you’re 
most interested in brilliance.” 

All diamonds do indeed form 
the same way: as crystalized 
carbon. But, according to John 
King, laboratory projects officer 
at the Gemological Institute of 
America, colored diamonds usu- 
ally are altered at the atomic level. 
An impurity in the lattice struc- 


ture of the diamond creates the 
color; for example, if nitrogen is 
the invader, the diamond turns 
yellow, and boron would make 
a diamond blue. A diamond 
formed next to a natural source 
of radiation would turn green, 
he explains. 

Some colors can be traced to 
individual mines, others to spe- 
cific regions, the DIC’s Morrison 
says. Pinks and blues have been 
found in Australia and Africa, 
red diamonds in Brazil and the 
195 carats of natural green dia- 
monds Nicole Kidman wore 
around her neck to the 
Oscars in 2004 came 
from the Jwaneng 
mine in Botswana 
and was crafted 
by Bulgari. 

Yellow dia- 
monds, which 
mostly come from 
Africa, have been 


popularized by rap music stars. 
Jennifer Lopez is amassing a 
collection of colored diamonds, 
and Oprah Winfrey and Barbra 
Streisand also have many colored 
diamonds. 

“Colored diamonds always 
have been treasured and val- 
ued because they’re special,” says 
Morrison. “They’re exclusive and 
elitist, but there’s been a recent 
interest in them by the general 
public because of Hollywood and 
the music industry.” 

Jennifer Phelps-Montgomery, 
designer for jeweler Michael 
Werdiger, says she has varying 
approaches to diamonds. “If I have a 
really special stone, I start from the 
stone, especially if it’s an unusual 
color. I ask, ‘What does this stone 
deserve?’ When I’m making jewelry 
with white diamonds, I design first 
and then fill it with stones.” 

“Consumers usually hear about 
the millions -of- dollars diamonds, 
like J.Lo’s or the Hope Diamond, 
which are unattainable for most of 
us. But there are natural colored 
diamonds that the general public 
can afford,” Phelps-Montgomery
